But as tho spirit of Iho law is evi- 
dently to pay $100 per year for each armory 
rather than for each company, I havo pre- 
ferred to bring this claim before tho Assem- 
bly and ask that a special appropriation bo 
mado to meet if. 


I am in no doubt whatever as to tho pro- 
riety of tho payment, but only as to my 
minority to order it.

Au euterprisiugftiTnier in Vermont, ouce 


a clerk, relates his success in the following 
communication to tbe New England Farmer: 


'•Seven years ago I bought ft farm of 
!3~'0 


acres for $1?,OIX>; the stock and tools cost 
uin &IIMO mnre. 
f had S-'OOO to pay down, 


which left me ill debt $13,000. ThJ first 
year I kej>t n cosh account, ami found my 
receipts .*i'OU per mouth and my expenses 
about JKiO including interest and help. 
The first year I paid two notes both before 
they were due, and in each succeeding year 
I paid my notes before they were due, and 
got some discount by doing so. I should 
havu 
said in the first place that I had 


a dairy of forty cows, and n sugar bush of 


HiOU trees. 
From these two sources I re- 


calved most of my money, though I sold a 


fo\v tons of hay, a few bushels of oats, corn, 
beam, potatoes and apples. 
I also raised 


some pork to soil each year, and occasionally 
a fat cow or a yoke of oxen, when they were 
no longer useful for (he dairy or the yoke. 
From seven 
colonies of bees I received 


a steady income and increase 
my stock 


each year. 
Rut without B°'"g >u'° details 


[ will say tliat at the end of six years I 
sold my farm br.ck to the man of whom 
1 bought it. lie had been West, and came 
back thoroughly homesick, 
and 
wanted 


his old home. 
In no one of the six years 


did I clear IC.-.B than S.100. 
Now, take my 


J-JOno and my age, thirty years, mid sup- 
pose that I should live to the allotted ago 
of man (three score years and ten,) and each 
year add i'5(KJ and interest at six per cent., 
and I think it will compare favorably with 
the profit;; of any of the professions. 
I do 


not sav that I have not made more than §r<00 
any year, but I do say that this is the least I 
made in any one of the six years. 
At the 


same time. I have had an experience which is 
worth more to me than all the rest. I have 
helped build one railroad by taking one share 
of its stock and naying for it, and I have en- 
deavored to do my share toward the support 
of society, and toward encouraging every 
enterprise whieh is for the public fjood. 
I 


take and rend at leasl tivo papers, and find 
money to pay for the same in advance. Some 
of the glitter and show of our city and village 
cousins, which has so long dazed the country 
youth, has been sadly dimmed by recent 
events in our commercial cities and manufac- 
turing towns, and some journeymen, clerks, 
oto. , who have for years had large salaries, 
or wages are now looking forward to a hard 
winter without employment or work, with 
fear and trembling. Tho prices of the farm- 
er's produce may be somewhat lessened by 
these business crashes, but he knows noth- 
ing of the dread of being "out of work," for 
weeks and mouths with empty cellars, store- 
rooms and woodshed-!. 
I have not alluded 


to niy success as a farmer with any desire 
to boast. 
I have done only what thousands 


of farmers arc doing throughout New Eng- 
land, and wliilu it is said ou every hand that 
fanning don't pay, 1 claim that it does pay, 
and sh'lll purchase another largo farm the 
first chance 1 Und which suits. 
If I have 


said anything which will help the young 
farmer or inspire in him hope and confi- 
dence, I am satisfied. 


Engage iu some straightforward work and 


follow it to success, though you fail the lirst 
time. 
Some will tell you to breed horses ; 


others will say there is u fortune in the poul- 
try business; others will recommend beans 
or hops, and one man told me I could pay 
for my farm by buying crab-applo trees of 
him ! My advice to the young farmer is, 
"Go not after them nor follow their advice," 
but take counsel from some successful man 
aud none oilier. 
I have made Iho bee busi- 


ness very profitable, paying more than two 
hundred per cent., yotl cannot recommend 
it to the beginner, for ten will fail where 
one will succeed. 
If you lire iu debt don't 


bo too anxious, but pay a little each year, 
and try and enjoy your calling aud take its 
labors cheerfully, making your farm pro- 
ductive cadi year; and when your life work 
is dune you will have as much properly to 
bave for your children as wi" '•- '"" "•"'- 
bast good.
